GALLSTONES 
Gallstones are a common affliction 
and constitute a large portion of the 
so-called diseases of the liver and its 
appendages. 
Nearly 50 per cent of all cases oc­ 
cur in persons above 40 years of age. 
They are rare in those under 25, 
though they have been met with 
in the very young. 
Women are more subject to gall­ 
stones than men, it being estimated 
that three quarters of the cases oc­ 
cur in women. 
The bearing of children appears 
to influence the development of gall­ 
stones, for 90 per cont of women suf­ 
fering with gallstones have borne 
children. 
The precise manner in which gall­ 
stones are formed is still undeter­ 
mined. There are two principal the­ 
ories offered. 
One theory maintains th at gall­ 
stones are formed out of a combina­ 
tion of lime salts and cholesterin, a 
fatty substance found in the gall 
bladder. 
The other theory advances the 
idea that micro-organisms or germs 
serve as the center around which 
gallstones are formed. 
While these theories are subject 
to dispute and controversion, it is 
known that stagnation of bile in the 
gall bladder predisposes to the for­ 
mation of stones. 
Stagnation of bile is favored by 
sedentary occupations, lack of exer­ 
cise, over indulgence in food, and 
constipation. 
Gallstones are formed in the gall 
bladder, a small pouch wherein gall 
or bile is temporarily stored, await­ 
ing its use in in test trial digestion. 
The presence of a gallstone in the 
gall bladder need not necessarily in 
Itself produce any symptoms. 
Many a person has lived an event­ 
less life as far as the gall bladder is 
concerned, only to show the pres­ 
ence of stones in the gall bladder on 
post-mortem examination. 
When, however, the gallstones ob­ 
struct the passage of bile through 
the bile ducts they produce violent 
symptoms known as biliary colic.

Lumber 
Mills Are 
Located In Northern 
, 
Soviet Republic.

Sawmills are replacing 
sagas 
in 
Aurelia, the romantic land of water- 
Is, lakes, forests and mystic folk­ 
lore. 
This autonomous Soviet republic, 
extending (rom the White Sea almost 
to the Baltic, now rings with indus­ 
try. 
Waterfalls 
have 
been 
harnessed. 
Paper mills, cellulose plants and fur­ 
niture factories have sprung up un­ 
der 
Moscow's direction. Highways 
have been constructed through forests 
which 
were formerly 
impenetrable, 
Airplanes have also helped overcome 
the former isolation. 
Timber Output 
Already the timber output of Karelia 
is three times what it was in pre-war 
days, according to the Soviet Union 
Review. The woodland republic is 
about the size of New York state but 
has a population of only 200.000. Con­ 
sequently 
the 
Moscow 
government 
must increase the population before 
further development of the wood and 
fishing industries can be effected. 
The Murmansk railway, hastily con­ 
structed by the czarist government 
during the great war to connect the 
ice-free arctic port of Kola with Pet- 
rograd, shook Karelia out of its me­ 
diaeval slumber. 
Need People 
The Murmansk Railway administra­ 
tion now l»as been given the task of 
providing more population to develop 
the 
g-eat 
forests. About 
8,000,000 
acres lave l*eeti set aside for new 
settler- and by slow process settlement 
is being effecter! on plans similar to 
those utilized in colouring the Amer­ 
ican northwest. 
American 
machinery 
shipped 
to 
Russia in winter to Ik* exchanged for 
wood products finds its way to Kola 
and moves southward by rail through 
Karelia to Russian industrial centers 
which cannot get winter freight from 
Baltic ports because of tile ice. 
From this artery of commerce high­ 
ways have been developed into all the 
remote forest lands, and development 
of water power is now taking place 
which was originally planned by Peter 
the Great. That far-seeing moi arch 
appreciated the power possibilities of 
the numerous lakes in Karelia con­ 
nected by swift streams. 
He built an 
iron works at Petrozavodsk, on Lake 
Onega. 
Sawmills were also develop­ 
ed in his time. 
But it remained for the soviet gov­ 
ernment to construct factories which 
manufacture w'*d products for ex­ 
port 
in finished form. 
Under the 
czars chiefly sawing* were exported. 
The finishing industry is also being 
developed and one large cannery is 
under construction. 
Iron ore and 
other m inerals are also being mined 
there 
Quarries which supplied Kare­ 
lian marble for the tomb of Napoleon 
the First in Paris are again active. 
The Soviet government las inau­ 
gurated an intense educational cam­ 
la ign 
and 
is 
abolishing 
illiteracy 


among the Karelians, who were in­ 
tensely superstitious and lived in an 
atmosphere of mediaeval mysticism. 
Longfellow and the English-speak­ 
ing world are under deep obligation 
to this backward country whose leg­ 
ends provided much of the material 
for “Hiawatha”. The American poet 
found the meter and plan for this 
work in “Kalevala”, a volume by the 
Finnish writer, Lenroot, based upon 
the ancient ruins of Karelia which he 
discovered while visiting there in 1835. 
Lentil 1923 Karelia's long common 
border with Finland was subject to 
military activities and conditions were 
so unsettled that it became a political 
as well as an economic necessity to 
develop this state which is traversed 
by the Murmansk railway, so vita! to 
Russia's commerce especially in win­ 
ter.

At night the illumination of the bugs 
inside the thin membrane of the rep­ 
tiles is a weird, and, for consumers of 
cachaca, sometimes terrifying specta­ 
cle, he declares. 
Scorpions in Bahia are so tough 
they will attack a match flame, thrust­ 
ing their stingers into it until they 
commit suicide. 
One night in traveling through this 
wild land Bandier slept at a fazenda. 
The next morning he was bemoaning 
the fact that his bed was hard. 
“That surprises me,” his tropeiro 
(muleteer) commented, "for this place 
stuffs its mattresses and pillows with 
the best grade of cascalho found in 
this district.” 
Cascalho is diamond-bearing gravel, 
On Bahian Spot 
I found Bandier still grieving oven 
the tragic end of his friend, "Colonel” 
Horatio Mattes, one of the three 
powerful native leaders he knew in* 
Brazil. 
Mattos was killed a couple of 
months ago in the city of Bahia. His 
assassin shot him thrice in the back. 
"Mattos could hang a thread from. 
the limb of a tree, stand 20 feet away 
and clip it the first shot,” says Band­ 
ier.

When a fire gets out of control, 
leaping through treetops and bur­ 
rowing through underbrush and the 
dry humus that covers the soil, 
flinging advance guards of sparks as 
much as half a mile, hundreds of 
flre-flghters are mobilized.

Pumps, carried on back of men 
<and horses, are rushed to strategic 
points.
